“The Corporation conclu- 
ded that the application could 
not be accepted because the 
severity and degree of blight 
was not such as would war- 
rant the expenditure of pub- 
lic funds at this time,’’

plan carefully drawn up to 
rebuild the ‘‘blight’’ in the 
down town areaofSt, Albert, 

Jack Fleming, secretary- 
treasurer will write the co- 
ordinator of Alberta Housing 
and Urban Renewal Corpor- 
ation requesting his pre- 
sence at the Feb, 12 meet- 
ing of council to explain 
why there is not enough 
blight or if the reason could 
be lack of available money 
for the project, 

In 1965 the Provincial 
government set up AHURC 
to enable municipalities to 
take advantage oflargesums 
of money set aside by the 
federal government for the 
purpose of urban renewal, 
Under the plan the federal 
government pays 75°o of the 
cost of land assembly and 
clearance of a ‘‘blighted’’ 
area, the provinclal govern- 
ment 15% and the local mun- 
{cipality 10%, 

Under this program, urban 
renewal is the creating of a 
partnership with the three 
levels of government to 
undertake the clearing of 
blighted areas and redevelop 
property toimprovethearea 
in such a way that the im- 
provement created would be 
worth more than {it had act- 
ually cost, It would not be an 
investment without areturn, 

Before the improvement 
could begin an extensive 
study had to be taken as 
to the actual blight and what 
it would cost to cure it, 
This meant not only a study 
as to what was wrong but

a complete plan of the re- 
development, 

A down town area was 
planned with ample parking 
and mall type stores, It 
covered the entire area from 
highway and Sturgeon river 
to Churchill Avenue, Admin- 
istrators worked hard In St, 
Albert to present this plan 
in such a manner {t would 
be accepted by the Corpor- 
ation, 

About 52 fam{lles would 
have been relocated, Costs 
of the program would have 
totalled $1,410,017, St, Al- 
bert’s share would have been 
approximately $283,200, All 
this would have been covered 
by the ‘onation of land owned

ship, Thus {f the scheme had 
materialized, it would have 
been at no tax burden to the 
St, Albert ratepayer and as
